You are about to begin the study of Hindi, 
the easiest and most natural Indian language. 
Unlike the Urdu Alphabet, the Hindi Alphabet 
has no such letters as may produce unnatural 
sounds or that may be found difficult to pro- 
nounce. It is exceedingly simple and a child 
could learn it in a few days’ time. 

‘‘Hindi in Thirty Days ? is composed of a 
series of thirty lessons, which are based, not on 
mere book-knowledge, but on the author’s 
practical experience and on an acquaintance 
with the requirements of learners, especially 
those who are not inhabitants of India or 
those who are required to be taught through 
the medium of English. These lessons were 
written for my own pupils (viz., the cadets of 
the Prince of Wales’s Royal Indian Military 
College, Dehra Dun) and have been given a 
fair trial in and outside my classes, I have 
successfully emlpoyed the same method in the 
ase of British Officers also.

This is not a complete and most exhaustive 
Grammar, nor 40 1 claim any originality for it. 
It is, however, very well suited for beginners 
and for those who have not much time at their 
disposal to devote to the study of Hindi. So long 
as this baok is not finished, no other text-book 
(reader, etc.) is required to be taken up. Don’t 
skip. Master every word and sentence tho- 
rqughly. If your time is limited, study a little 
every day, howeverlittle,to keep up the continuity. 

The special features of the book are that a 
uniform system of spelling has been adopted, 
long lists of genders, casual verbs, etc., have 
been avoided and no efforts have been spared 
to make the language very simple and explana- 
tions clear by giving examples, exercises and 
foot-notes wherever found necessary.
